TIN CANS DO NO HARM. 


A M anufacturer 
Ex plains the Present 
Metho d o f Canning Meats* 
[Chicago News.] 
“ Very few manufacturers o f tin cans no w 
use muriatic zinc o r o ther po iso no us preo - 
aratio ns iu the making o f cans o r fo r so lder­ 
ing purpo ses,” said o ne o f the pro prieto rs 
of a large facto ry where all kinds o f cans 
are made, in 
answer to the questio n 
o f a repo rter. 
“ So me o f the packers still 
use muriatic acid in so ldering, but it is fast 
giv ing way to a harmless chemical prepara­ 
tio n fo r the purpo se which was inv ented 
five 
o r six y ears ago . 
The quantity o f so lder 
used is so much less, ho wev er, than it used 
to be, that ev en if it wo re no t o n the o utside 
of the can it pro bably co uld do no harm. 
The metho ds o f preparing all kinds o f 
canned go o ds hav e greatly impro v ed since 
the business was first begun. 
Eighteen 
po unds o f so lder no w answers the purpo se 
where sev enty was o nce required. 
I do no t 
believ e that any tro uble which has ev er 
arisen fro m the eating o f canned meat* has 
been o ccasio ned by the tins, 
The prejudice, 
nev ertheless, in regard to canned meats, 
especially co rned beef, is widespread. 
It is 
generally believ ed to be due to the cans. 
“ The first instance o f sickness fro m eating 
canned co rn beef that ev er attracted any 
attentio n o ccurred in Germany . 
The beef 
was canned in Chicago . It was put up in the 
o ld-fashio ned way , with an inch o f so ldering 
inside and o ut The German scientists at the 
time had disco v ered little o r no thing in re­ 
gard to the alkalo ids ex isting in meats in 
case o f semi-putrefactio n that are so largely 
engaging the attentio n o f the scientific 
wo rld at present When they ex amined the 
beef that had o ccasio ned illness, and the 
cans in which it had been preserv ed, they 
co uld find no o ther ex planatio n o f the diffi­ 
culty than the large amo unt o f so lder. 
Fro m that fact alo ne has gro wn the belief 
that tin cans co nv ey 
po iso no us quali­ 
ties to meat preserv ed in it 
I hav e 
tried ev ery 
ex periment 
po ssible 
with 
tin cans to determine 
whether there 
was any truth in this idea, and am satis­ 
fied 
that 
there 
i3 
no 
gro und 
fcr 
its ex istenca 
The entire 
tro uble, where 
canned meats are fo und unhealthy , lies in 
the fact that they either were no t in go o d 
co nditio n 
when 
put 
up, o r that 
the 
process was imperfect, and deco mpo sitio n 
too slight to be determined by o do r o r 
ap­ 
pearan ce, but sufficien t to dev elo p danger­ 
ous alkaloid s. 
“As I said before, a few packers still use 
m uriatic acid in sold erin g, but it is all put 
on the outsid e of the can , an d so little is 
used th at it could hard ly affect the food in 
the can *. 
Occasion ally some small coun try 
m an ufacturer who is ’way behin d the times 
follows the old style of work an d uses poi­ 
son ous solution s, but these can -makors d c 
n ot supply the packin g trad a 
The packin g 
houses that make their own can s all follow 
the best mod ern method s. 
Nothin g is used 
in the m an ufacture of the tin can of to-d ay 
which could possibly result in in jury to an y 
food placed in it.”

BEGIN­ 


NING IN BUSINESS. 


His C areer a* a Steam boat C aptain —The 
L ittle “ Hellon u ” —The Nest-Egg of 
a Colossal F ortun e H id in 
a Stockin g. 


[“Gath” in Cin cin n ati En quirer.] 
About two years ?>efore Corn elius Van ­ 
d erbilt, or Commod ore Van d erbilt, d ied , the 
publisher of the richest n ewspaper here at 
that time asked me to prepare his life for 
what were called , by an exaggeration of 
con ceit, "the archives of the office.” 
It was 
a labor that pleased me. 
So I started first 
to New Brun swick, in New Jersey, where 
the Van d erbilt family began its career in 
stcamboatin g. 
I wen t in to the town an d 
con sulted with somebod y, an d he told me 
that an old gen tleman who kept a book­ 
store in the place had stood up with Cor­ 
n elius Van d erbilt when he was married . 
I 
wen t to the store an d foun d a grave an d 
pleasan t gen tleman , who told me so much 
more an d so much tietter about old Van d er­ 
bilt than an ythin g I have prin ted that I al­ 
ways feel as if I kn ew Van d erbilt better 
than an ybod y in the coun try. 
He said that when he was a youn g man , 
or perhaps a boy, Van d erbilt board ed in a 
house with him where they paid a small sum 
of mon ey, perhaps n ot more than 50 cen ts a 
d ay, for l>oard . 
“ Van d erbilt,” said the old 
gen tleman , “was a very n eat man , proud 
about his person , clean ly, on e who washed 
himself every d ay on ce or twice, who took 
jwiin s to have his spin e straight, who rod e a 
horse V ith character in the rid in g, an d 
walked with a certain self-con sciousn ess. 
When he was to l>e m arried ,” said my 
frien d , "he asked me to go with him to the 
church.” 
The* he d escribed the simple 
wed d in g, an d from that William Van d erbilt 
is the on ly importan t result. 
After talkin g 
to this man I wen t d own in to the old yellow 
house in New Brun swick, called the Bellon a 
house. 
At the time of Van d erbilt it was 
probably called the Bellon a tavern . 
There 
Mrs. Van d erbilt cooked the meals of the 
steamboat an d stage passen gers. 
Van d erbilt belon ged to a family immemo- 
rially oliscure, which had settled i* the n ew 
world probably before the En glish con quest 
of the Dutch here, which happen ed about 
1664. 
These Van d erbilts lived on Lon g 
islan d . 
The Van d erbilts were so obscure 
that when they left Lon g islan d an d settled 
aroun d in Staten islan d an d New Jersey 
they hard ly kept track of each other, but 
they retain ed the sturd y Dutch qualities, 
amon g which were the passion for wealth, 
d evotion to open -air life, fon d n ess for a boat 
an d for sailin g somewhere. 
Old Van d erbilt 
had a little boat hard ly worth f 100, un d he 
used to sail all aroun d with his bed in it, an d 
sometimes carry watermelon s to sell. 
It is 
said that when the British came in to the 
lower bay d urin g the revolution he wen t off 
to the tloet v-ith watermelon s, so as to d is­ 
pose of them to the officers who wan ted 
some kin d of an ti-scorbutic food . 
The fur- 
therest he ever got in his youth from New 
York was to the North Carolin a coast. 
He 
was con sid ered in New York to be a very 
good specimen of the n ative boatman . 
A 
man came to n ew York from the south by 
the n ame of Gibbon s. 
He was a lawyer, 
an d a smart fellow, an d a belligeren t ot)-*. 
He mad e up his min d , in the hon est spirit of 
a Fed eralist, that the state mon opoly over 
the steamUiat was a humbug. 
He mad e up 
his min d to build a steamboat, an d have a 
lawsuit by in vad in g the w atered New York 
an d New Jersey. 
To show that he mean t war he called his 
little steamboat the Bellon a. 
“Now,” said 
he, “ I wan t to fin d a captain somewhere 
who will have tie* n erve to take this h« *it 
where I wan t her to go.” Gibbon s had mod e 
his home at Elizabeth, N. J., a mile or two 
from the lan d in g exiled Elizabethjiort. Van - 
Verbilt had marrleer his wife, who was a 
ja m w man n amed John son , at Elizabeth. 
The people, therefor« , of that region said to 
fribbon s: 
“You take Corn eel Van d erbilt.” 
Y 'n d orbilt was, therefore, put on the steam- 
Wat, an d Gibbon s bud a groat lawsuit at 
Tren ton , N. J., an d as the en d of that In ve­ 
st :t state rights in Steamboats were broken 
e.’ i to pieces, an d fed eral rights were main - 
ton ed . 
The greatest lawyers of tluit peri' d 
figured in th-- steamtioat 
amon g them 
t?,- brother <*f th** Irish revolution ist. 
Gib­ 
bon s argued his own case.
